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STATEMENT 


Turkey passes through a very critical and dangerous period. Warnings of the 
public opinion by the CPT are verified. The junta, namely the National Secu- 
rity Council, its latest decision and the speech of Evren in Gorum province 
exposed their dark aims without leaving no room for a doubt.The generals closed 
down the Great Turkey Party (BTP) and detained many ex-parliamentarians 
including the ex-Chairman of Justice Party, Süleyman Demirel, members of the 
Justice Party and the Republican People's Party. They declared that all parties 
who do not accept being satellite are to be closed. They eliminated the politi- 
cal rights of tens of thousands of people. 

Postpone of elections on November 6, 1983 which will by no means have 
a democratic character is even a matter of subject. 

These developments occur at a time when new and dangerous tendencies in 
the foreign policy have also strengthened. The junta has started a bloody elimi- 
nation operation against the Kurdish people on the soil of Iraq. This bloody 
game played on the Kurdish nation who has been supressed for centuries is a 
vicious rehersai of getting Turkey to be accustomed to taking the role of 
gendarmarie of the USA in the Middle East. At a time when the junta approved 
the American missile policy in the NATO summit meeting and on the other, 
while Israel piles up armed forces along the border line with Syria, the biggest of 
all previous NATO manoeuvres has started along the Turkish-Soviet border line. 
On June 5, imperialist troops named Rapid Deployment Forces will be landed 
on Erzurum province. In addition, Denktaş clique in Cyprus is getting prepa- 
red for a new provocation by attempting to divide the island. 

‘The manoeuvre of transition to democracy has bankrupted. The country has 
brought face to face with a danger of war. So that, new and a very dangerous 
tendency in the policy of the junta has appeared. 

All these at the same time expose such a reality: The crisis of the junta regi- 
me seriously deepens. The generals and a handful of greedy capitalists neither 
can carry on preserving the present military dictatorship nor recognise freedom 
for the people, and in reality can not pass into democracy. As the latest deve- 
lopments show, the junta not only takes in opposition the forces for peace and 
national democracy today but also anti-dictatorial bourgeoisie openly than 
before. It gets isolated. Now, the junta and financial circles supporting it are 
backing themselves mainly on Pentagon and give the country at the disposal of 
imperialism for their selfish interests. Those who betrayed democracy now 
betraying the country. 

All these sharpens the struggle against the US imperialism and the junta, 
makes the struggle for peace and national democracy as an undelayable task. 
At the same time, all these developments create more favourable conditions 
for organisation of a broad opposition and a mass popular movement against 


the regime and imperialist impositions.

STATEMENT 


Recent developments exhibited the aim of the junta in relation with elections 
on November 6, 1983 and the character of the elections.

With a secret order, all martial 
law commanders were appointed with the task of helping the party of Sunalp 
who is a pro-junta genaral for the coming elections. 

In present conditions, while tens of thousands of patriots, democrats are in 
prison, organisation of the working class and toiling people in trade unions and 
political parties is banned, democratic rights and freedoms were eliminated by 
the pro-September 12 Constitution, elections to be held is null and void. 

While the entire country is under the repression of the dictatorship and under 
martial law, while fascist brutality has been multiplied in the Kurdistan of 
Turkey since the attack upon the territory of Iraq, elections to be held by no 
means reflect the free will of the people.

The CPT is in the opinion that in the elections on Novemiber 6, despite every- 
thing, it is possible to defeat the junta regime and its parties. The MDP which 
is supported by the junta attracts the hatred of people already. The real face of 
the generals of the junta comes into light more clearly. The junta of Evren has 
been further isolated. 

Although the policy of bourgeois parties, policy of giving support to the junta 
or trying to soften it, has been bankrupted, these parties do not take a firm 
position before the junta. 

By supporting all attacks of the junta after the September 12 coup, leaders of 
the Justice Party have played a special role in creation of the present situation 
which harmed them as well. Today, there is a conflict between the Justice Party 
leadership and the generals which further deepens the crisis of the regime. 
However, the Justice Party leaders, because of their class interests are afraid 
of active struggles of the broad masses against the junta and insist on their anti- 
communist positions, leave the way open for reconciliation with the junta. 

In the Republican People's Party circles, the view that elections would not 
change anything is spreading. These circles draw totally wrong conclusions 
from this correct assessment and instead of waging an active struggle for defeat 
the election manoeuvre of the junta, they are inclined to wait for a time after 
elections. 

Hesitation of the bourgeois opposition, not showing any other way to the 
people but only waiting with tied hands for the day of elections and for coming 
elections, willy-nilly would serve for the anti-popular aims of the generals. 

The CPT supports all protests against heavy pressure of the junta on newly 
formed parties, veto exercises, attempts of imposing the MDP. But now, all 
these oppositions should be transferred from words into actions. 

In defeat of the election manoeuvre of the junta, the main role to be played is 
of the working class, toiling people, civilian patriotic intelligentsia or those in 
the army and also youth. The CPT calls all these forces to get organised, unite 
their forces and get prepared step by step for a resistance against the US impe- 
rialism and the junta, It is necessary to start actions for peace, for democratic 
and economic rights, without submitting the bans of the junta, resisting by 
taking the risk of its terror. 

All national democratic forces jointly should wage a struggle for lift of the 
ban on all political parties except the fascist party and on trade unions, for lift 
of the martial law, for freedom of press, demonstration and strike actions, for 
general political amnesty, for democratic elections and for peace. Not a single 
right can be gained without waging a struggle for it. 

The junta is trying to gain five more years with its manoeuvre of elections. 
Letting the junta to gain one more year is a crime to be committed against the 
people who want peace, national independence, democracy, jobs and bread. 

Under present conditions, agreement of left forces on a common stand for 
elections comes forefront as an urgent task. If left forces can unite without 
losing time and realize cooperation of all forces opposing the junta, the election 
game of the junta can be spoiled, the MDP and other parties supporting the 
regime can be defeated and the way can be paved for overthrowing the junta.

Dear Chairman, friends and comrades, 

As it was stated by many delegates, security and disarmament in Burope is 
a question which concerns the whole world. I can say that the main and even 
the foremost question we deal with is the danger to be created especially by 
attempts of deployment of American missiles in Europe in this year. The USA 
and NATO are searching pretexts in order to present the anti-peace attempt of 
their deployment new missiles in Europe as a just decision, I would like to deal 
with one of their pretexts and expose its conten 
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by giving opportunities for American Rapid Dep,SYment Forces,keep 19 fratenal 
peoples of the region under threat, The nuclear arms store ¡the province of Er- 
zurum exists like a gunpowder keg. NATO manoeuvres named Adwenture 
Express 83 in which American Rapid Deployment Forces also participate in 
it, continue provocative operations in the Turkish-Soviet border line at the 
moment. Military dictators in our country are the biggest barrier for Balkans 
being a nuclear free zone. The generals of the junta pursue a Provocatice policy 
of mounting tensions in the Aegean Sea against Greece. Neariy 40 percent of in- 
dependent Cyprus Republic is still under occupation of the Turkish armed for- 
ces. I would like to draw your attention to another danger. According to the 
constitution imposed on our people with the force of bayonets,the head of the

Express -83 manoeuvres which has been conducted in Eastern Turkey and its 
war-provocating aggressive nature. 

Who is the "enemy"? What has it done against our country, so that the junta 
let in the Rapid Deployment Forces of NATO for a show of strength? While the 
junta travels on the Adventure Express of NATO along the border lines and 
show its fist. Is "the enemy" Soviet Union who proposes economic aid and 
cooperation for new energy, heavy and basic industry? Who is "the enemy"? 
Is it Syria who is the target of the USA-Zionism collaboration, is it Palestine or 
Arab peoples? 

The heads of NATO,Luns, Rogers who built up head-quarters only few miles 
away from the Soviet border and directed provocations by use of RDF and sent 
messages of threat from Sarp to Moscow, are trying to cover up their guilt by 
the allegation saying that "this manoeuvre is not provocative but deterrant”.

Do they want to deter the Soviet Union, 
because of its support of the world assembly "For peace and life, against the 
nuclear war”, gathered in Prague, or is it because of its proposals to Turkey and 
NATO on reaching a mutual aggreement for not applying to use force? 

As Luns, Secretary General of NATO stated, for the first time a rehersal 
of an attack could be done on the Soviet border. Today even the American 
press writes that another NATO country Norway, having borders with the Soviet 
Union, let alone at the border line, but even in the northern part of the country, 
give permission neither for a manoeuvre nor a single base for American soliders, 
nor deployment of nuclear arms. 

Osman Olcay, the chief delegate of the junta in NATO makes dishonourable 
bargainings on military credits and arms, in ruturn of being a tool in this provo- 
cation which will throw our country, the region and the whole world into 
flames. He states: "I think that it is very useful for general Rogers to see the 
place occupied by Turkey". 

No need to wonder, the USA and NATO know very well the place occupied 
by Turkey. Meanwhile, Turkish and the world press wrote that the USA has 
accelerated its plans of deploying modern nuclear missiles in Turkey. The USA 
and NATO, after making sure about the role of Turkey as being the trampling 
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board through this manoeuvre, now stepping up their preparations for making 
it a ram for nuclear missiles. 

It is the fundamental task above all, for the people of Turkey to remember 
the place occupied by Turkey, especially in these days.

OPERATIONS OF GENOSIDE IN KURDISTAN OF TURKEY 


Below is a letter recieved by the "Voice of the CPT" Radio and read on 
July 17, 1983 in its "Kurdish Programme" 


"Between 8-27th of May, in Kurdistan, there was like a "state of war". 
People thought that we were getting ready for war. Everything was conducted 
secretly. Ammunition of the 7. Division of the Army was being transferred to 
the East. Considerable number of the busses in Diyarbakir had been appropria- 
ted. They were carrying military commandos. Nights, tanks and other military 
instruments were being carried. Large number of employees in Diyarbakir hos- 
pital, above all doctors were sent to the area in which the manoeuvres to.be car- 
ried out. A mobile hospital was constructed near Uludere-Hakkari.Many patients 
in hospitals of Diyarbalar were sent homes. 

Of course, the press kept silent against all these developments. But the people 
was in panic thinking that "a war would break out with Iraq". They attacked 
Kurdish villages from air and from the land. In the secret order of the National 
Security Council delivered the soliders, says: After completing all preparations, 
you will eliminate them in 72 hours. Just before all these preparations started, 
general Ersin came to Diyarbakir. He held a secret meeting with the commanders 
of the region and dealt with the details of the operation". 

‘This attack, just like in the previous genoside operations conducted years 
ago in Dersim and Koggiri, far from being a historical event, it is the murder of 
best sons of the Kurdish people and smash of the Kurdish villages". 

"A soldier who just completed his military service says: "In the region, there 
are 80-100 thousand soliders who had guerilla training. They have been equipped 
with the most modern arms. About 8-10 thousand people were surrounded. 
Some were killed, some were surrendered and some succeeded to escape".

“Another solider says: "They want to conduct similar operations in the 
soil of Iran and Syria as well", 


In Iran very soon. According to the information we recieved such preparations 
also are being made in this direction" 

'...Our present task should be creation of a powerful and concrete solidarity 
movement against the onslaught directed to the Kurdish people. Especially, we 
must take concrete and practical steps together with revolutionary-democratic 
forces in Kurdistan of Turkey. A delegation from international organisations 
should be sent to the region. People, follow developments with a great concern”. 
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REPRESSION TAKES ROOT UNDER THE PRETEXT OF 
"RETURNING TO DEMOCRACY" 


*** The junta administration is in hurry to pass new repressive codes. After 
the code on political parties, elections and on the activities of trade unions, 
two more codes have been prepared, one is on "State Security Courts" and the 
other on "Press". According to the new law on "State Security Courts", new 
courts are to be established in eight military regions of the country and dealing 
with cases such as meetings, demonstrations, collective bargainings, and acti- 
vities of mass organisations. As for the code on press, press is almed to be put 
under heavy censor. Editor-in-Chief of the newspapers, instead of being punis- 
hed by a fine, are to be charged with imprisonments. Published material can be 
seized by the decision of the prosecutor before it goes into distribution. Charges 
in relation with published articles is 30 times increased. On the other hand, 
any newspaper or journal can be seized with the accusation of"giving away 
secret material" and its writer can be arrested. There is a strong protest among 
the journalists and writers against this code on "Press" 


Ak While the trial against DISK continues, new trials against trade unions 
affiliated to DISK follows one another. Lately, a trial has started against 27 
leaders and activists of the Tek-Ges-ts, by the miltary court of Istanbul Martial 
Law Commander. Demanded imprisonment for these trade unionists is from 
6 years up to 20 years. Findik-ls, another trade union affiliated to DISK has 
been accused of participating in a demonstration in 1980 for "preservation of 
democratic rights and freedoms" For 27 leaders of Findik-ls, up to 20 years 
of imprisonments were demanded. 


*** In the trial against Peace Committee of Turkey, military prosecutor 
directed accusations to the leaders of the Peace Committee, in parallel with 


between the states and general disarmament without any prejudices, ...Helsinki 
Final Act has gave an end to the herritance of cold war and started the process 
of peaceful relations in states with differing socio-political systems. If it was 
possible to defend peace by making preparations for war, today peace would 
be more secured than ever. Because, at present, there are nuclear arms deployed 
in the world that are millions times powerful than the bomb dropped to 
Hiroshima", and he continued: "I am against imperialism, fascism, militarism 
and chauvinism... In the 60. anniversary of the Republic, it is painful to be 
accused of being anti-imperialist and to meet those considering anti-imperialism 
as a communist propaganda..." 


*** In the trial against Worker's Party of Turkey, military prosecutor de- 
manded 8-15 years of imprisonments for 17 members of the Executive Board 
and 5-12 years of imprisonments for 118 members of the Worker's Party of 
Turkey.

3 leaders were cross-examined in the prosecutor's office. 


*** 26 patriots were deprived of their citizenship. Among them are artists 
M.Demirag, and Sanar Yurdatapan, Beria Onger and Zülal Kılıç chariman and 
secretary of [KD (Women's Organisation) Halit Erdem (trade unionist). 


*** Legal proceedings has started against well-known writers A.Bezirci and 
A.Kadir, with the accusation of their translation of poems by B.Brecht and 
collecting them in a book named "Bread of the People". Military procesutor 
wants to charge them with 2 years of imprisonment.
